32 6-month period before the date of the request for personal information;

8 (6) (i) A person receiving personal information under paragraph (4) or
9 (5) of this subsection may not use or redisclose the personal information for a purpose
10 other than the purpose for which the custodian disclosed the personal information.

11 (i) A person receiving personal information under paragraph (4) or
12 (5) of this subsection who rediscloses the persona information shall:

13 1. keep arecord for 5 years of the person to whom the
14 information is redisclosed and the purpose for which the information is to be used;

16 2. make the record available to the custodian on request.

18 the provisions of this subsection.

The custodian shall adopt regulations and procedures for
20 securing a person in interest's waiver of privacy rights under this subsection when an

31 compliance with this section and ensuring that personal information isused only for
32 purposes for which it is disclosed.
